Eddy Company Pushing Rebuilding 
of Its Plant. 


National Pulp and Paper Company Incorporated—The Kin- 
leith Paper Company—The Canadian Paper Makers’ 
Association—Developing the Lake St. John 
District--The Spanish River Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Toronto, June 25.—The Eddy Company’s new mill at 
Hull, Que., is well under way. The first machines will, it 
is hoped, be in operation by October 1. Mr. Eddy thinks 
that he will be able to turn out 80 tons a day by the 
first of the year, It is reported that Mr. Eddy’s total loss 
in the recent fire was.about a million and a half dollars, and 
that he would not have undertaken the huge task of re- 
building had it not been for the encouragement of the 
Bank of Montreal and the earnest pleadings of his old 
associates in business and of his workmen. Now he has 
decided to put in nine machines instead of the seven that 
were destroyed. 

Buntin, Reid & Co., of this city, are seeking to get a 
court investigation into the affairs of the Leader Publish- 
ing Company, of Toronto Junction, against which com- 
pany they have a claim of over $1,000 for paper and sup- 
plies. 

The Dominion Government has granted the incorpora- 
tion of the National Pulp and Paper Company, with a 
capital stock of $200,000, and head office at Montreal. The 
incorporators are Messrs. James Reid, Quebec; George S. 
Wilson, Montreal; Wm. Robert Bond Reid, paper maker, 
Indian Lorette; Hon. Charles Fitzpatrick, Robert A. 
Becket, Montreal; Dr. Frederick A. L. Lockhart, Mon- 
treal; Seth P. Leet, Montreal; Michael P. Davis, con- 
tractor, of Ottawa. 

Work on the site of the new mills of the Spanish River 
Pulp and Paper Company in Northern Ontario is being 
steadily prosecuted. Shanties have been erected for work- 
men, and the site of the mill has been cleared and ex- 
cavated. The material for the main buildings cannot be 
taken in until the spur railroad line has been constructed. 
The work on this is under way. The company does not 
expect to have everything in shape for operation until 
October of next year. 

We have heard very little down in this part of Canada 
concerning the great pulp plant at Grand Falls, New 
Brunswick. This is strange seeing that the plant is to cost 
$7,000,000. , 


The only new company which has commenced opera- 


tions in this district recently is the Kinleith Paper Com- 
pany, of St. Catharines. This has been floated by F. A. 
Ritchie, of Ritchie & Ramsay, coated paper manufactur- 
ers of this city, in order to get a supply of paper for coat- 
ing at the lowest possible cost. Mr. Ritchie has long 
been dissatisfied with what he has been buying for this 
purpose. The new company has as its provisional direc- 
tors Edward Finlay and L. P. Snyder, of St. Catharines. 
and Mr. Ritchie. 

G. S. Linscott, publisher, has organized a new publish- 
ing company, to’ be known as the Century ‘Christian 
Company. 

The Canadian Paper Makers’ Association is said to be 
working splendidly and with considerable satisfaction to 
all the members thereof. When the Eddy mills are re- 
built and the Sault Ste. Marie Company commences to 
turn out paper instead of pulp only, there may not be so 


complacent a feeling among the members. Just now 
prices for news are ruling higher than the association 
prices, and hence there can be no friction. With the two 
large mills mentioned above adding 200 tons a day to the 
cutput in this country, prices are bound to drop. News 
is now 3 to 3% cents here. In March next I venture to 
say that it will not be more than 2 to 2% cents. 
Considerable is being heard from the Lake St. John 
district. The Quebec Government and the Quebec and 
Lake St. John Railway Company, whose line traverses 
the whole district, are trying to bring it before the public. 
The Government claims that the first cut of pulp wood 
there will yield a product of almost 100,000,000 cords. The 
rivers of the territory are officially declared to be capablé 
of furnishing 650,000 horse power. The large pulp mill at 
Chicoutimi is to be enlarged to four times its present ca- 
pacity, so it is said.. Econ. 


WATER SUPPLY LOW. 


The Fox and Wisconsin Riyers Low—Some Manufacturers 
Practically Dependent on Steam—The Oswego River 
and Its Tributaries Running Low. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


APPLETON, Wis., June 25.—The condition of water 
power on this river is still as serious as possible, as there 
is practically none at all to be used except by two or three 
of the mills that are so situated as to be in control of the 
entire flow of the river, as at Kimberly and the Combined 
Locks. At these places steam is being used for paper 
making and the little water available is used to run from 
two to six grinders, frequent shutdowns being necessi- 
tated when the water threatens to go below the crests of 
the dams. In a general way it may be stated that not 
more than half the usual product of the news paper mills 
can now be made. There is plenty of steam power for 
making the paper, but the ground wood is not to be had 
on account of the lack of power. There is no ground 
wood for sale, and there is no use quoting prices on it. 
The mills that make it at all are using all they make them- 
selves and are still going hungry. A very heavy rain fell 
last Friday, but it will not do much to improve conditions. 

It is reported from the Wisconsin River district that 
power there is better than on the Fox, but is still so short 
that the mills are unable to make anything like a full prod- 
uct. Under these circumstances there is little likelihood 
of any recessions being scored in the price of news, as 
there is a waiting market for more than can be manufac- 
tured. If conditions should grow worse instead of better 
prices might go a little higher. Fox RIVER. 


The Oswego River Falling. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Futon, N. Y., June 25.—The situation confronting the 
water users of the Oswego River and its tributaries is 
assuming a very serious aspect. The water is very low for 
this time of the year, and a repetition of last year’s 
drought seems to be inevitable. Nothing short of very 
heavy rains can save the mill owners from serious loss of 
power and time this season. The upper dam in Fulton is 
now dry the greater part of the week, and the flow of 
water to the short level above the lower dam is varying 
and inadequate. At 6 o’clock, when the wheels of the 
American Worsted Mills are closed for the night, the 
water drops in this level to a very low point, and does not 
regain a sufficient depth to supply all the wheels on the 
lower dam for several hours. After this lapse of time the 
long upper level becoming full, there is a bare sufficiency 
of power until the next evening at 6. D. 


STRAW SCARCE. « 


Some Mills Shut Down Because of 
Lack of Stock. 


Others Have Shifted Their Plants onto Other Grades—Some 
Straw Has Been Hauled Over 800 Miles to the 
Paper Mill—This Year’s Crop of 
Straw a Failure. 








[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 25.—Officers of the Straw Paper 
Manufacturers’ Association of the United States who were 
in this city this week give out information of a most start- 
ling character. However, their statements will not affect 
the situation, as they do not relate to a revision of prices. 
The substance of the information is that business has be- 
come so thoroughly demoralized by the scarcity of straw 
and the decidedly small prospect of a satisfactory yield 
this summer, that it is impossible to determine what will 
become of the straw paper trade in the course of time, 
but at present the outlook is not encouraging. 

“We find that many of the mills in all sections of the 
country have been compelled to close by force of cir- 
cumstances,” said one member. “Some manufacturers 
are shipping straw for a distance of 800 miles, and you 
know, with prices as they are at present, this cannot be 
done at a profit. It is merely a desire to keep the mills 
running that prompts the maker to have his raw product 
shipped that distance. I cannot say that there are any 
favored sections in the country unless in the extreme far 
West. The few mills that have been lucky enough to run 
almost continuously are overloaded with orders. On the 
other hand, many mills are idle. It is a peculiar situation.” 

As far as can be learned there has been no recent change 
in the price schedule, though how it can remain as it is 
very long under present conditons is a matter of marvel. 
An effort was made to arrange an increase at the last 
meeting in Chicago. Certainly the “favored few” who 
are fortunate enough to keep their mills in running order 
will benefit, and are benefiting in the matter of prices at 
present. Yet the claim is made that there is no profit at 
the present rate and under existing conditions. So that, 
of course, makers do not. see their way clear to make 
lower prices. 

Possibly the most discouraging feature of the situation 
is the absolute positiveness of the failure of the wheat 
crop this year. Some estimate that a third of a crop will 
be harvested in this immediate section, while others main- 
tain that a Io per cent. yield will prove more than might 
be expected. In any event, it is plainly to be seen that the 
raw product of the straw paper manufacturer of this sec- 
tion will of necessity be shipped here from other points. 
Owing to the scarcity of the product, it will be in heavy 
demand, fancy prices will rule and the situation will in- 
crease in its aggravating features, rather than diminish, 
with the flight of time. 

Many farmers in this vicinity are reported to have 
planted corn in fields of wheat which were plowed up as 
soon as it became evident that the crop was ruined by 
frost. There are but few large fields of wheat in the Miami 
and Ohio valleys. 

Unless a substitute raw product comes forward the sit- 
uation promises to make matters most unpleasant for the 
straw paper men, and it would not be surprising to hear of 
a vast number of mill changes in the near future. Already 
some straw makers are running on other grades of paper, 
notably the cheaper grades. M. V.

PAPER TRADE REPORTS. 


Some Markets Report a Better Demand for Goods, But as 
a Rule the Midsummer Dullness Prevails—Prices 
Generally Unchanged. 


Many of the jobbers in New York report a fair volume 
of business this week. They say, though, that trade is 
rather quiet, but perhaps not much more so than is to be 
expected at this season of the year. Still others in the 
trade say that business this week has been no better than 
last week. So from these reports it can be seen that the 
situation is mixed, showing slight gains for some and 
little improvement for others. However, all agree that for 
the next six weeks the demand for paper will be light, pro- 
vided, of course, that something unusual, such as a 
drought, does not change the siiuation. Representatives 
of the mills, on the other hand, hope to book a lot of 
orders during July. At present the buyers are holding off, 
but are expected to make their new coniractS some time 
next month. In this expectation it is said that perhaps 
the mill agents will be disappointed, as the buyers are 
already showing a disposition to limit their orders to a 
month’s supply. This is done in the hope that lower prices 
may prevail in August. Taken altogether, the present sit- 
uation is not very satisfactory to either jobber or manu- 
facturer. The fact is that there is so much uncertainty 
about the paper market that business is greatly hampered 
in consequence. All quotations are said to be weaker. 





Holyoke Business Better.

Manufacturers state that trade is somewhat better this 
week than for a number of weeks. All of the mills, with 
one exception, are running full time. Mills in Berkshire 
County are also running full, and these mills seem to 
have a goodly number of orders. The cheaper grades of 
paper are selling well, and seem to have a preference. 
Jobbers have not come forward with any large orders 
during the past week. The mills have a large number of 
medium sized orders on hand, and the outlook is that they 
will have a steady run till the shutdown, which comes the 
fore part of August. Some of the manufacturers have been 
looking toward the West, and report that trade is as good 
in that section as could be expected. They look for an 
increasing fall trade there. Laymen have been continu- 
ally and persistently predicting lower prices, but the mill 
men and initiated say “Nay.” FERRY. 





Better Demand in Boston.

The paper stock market is very quiet, owing to the 
many machines running on fine papers being shut down.

Fox River Trade More Confident. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


APPLETON, Wis., June 25.—The improvement in the 
business situation which was noted in this correspondence 
last week continues. Manufacturers are firmer than ever 
in the belief that the worst is over, and that from hence- 
forth public confidence will increase, and the evidences 


of it will be noticeable in larger business in paper as in 
other kinds of manufacturing. 

One manufacturer told me to-day that he had orders 
ahead for book and writing papers sufficient to keep him 
running full for the ensuing three weeks, which was a 
better state of affairs than at any time since March. He 
said further that inquiries for large lots of paper were very 
numerous. Another large manufacturer of book paper 
said practically the same thing, speaking particularly of 
the number of letters of inquiry he was getting. He felt 
this indicated that a good deal of business was about to be 
placed that could not longer be held in abeyance. Manu- 
facturers who have lately returned from the Chicago mar- 
ket say thmgs are looking up there, and jobbers report 
business as showing a distinctly better tone. 

Another meeting of the Western Book Paper Makers’ 
Association will be held on Wednesday in Chicago. Mem- 
bers of the association residing here adhere to the belief, 
foreshadowed in this correspondence last week, that the 
association will decide to close the mills for the first week 
in July. They consider that the amount of paper that has 
been taken off the market by the previous shutdowns has 
had a decided effect in improving the situation and in 
checking the tendency toward price cutting during the 
critical period which now seems to be passing. They con- 
sider that one more week’s shutdown will complete the 
beneficial effect. The comparative firmness of prices is 
especially gratifying to all concerned, and proves the pos- 
sibility of concerted action among manufacturers—some- 


thing that heretofore has been well nigh despaired of.

Slow Trade in Chicago.

Cuicaco, June 25.—This has been an uneventful week 
in the paper trade. There have been no changes to speak 
of in market quotations, and nothing has happened to 
ripple the somewhat sluggish surface of the business 
stream. The mill agents are taking few large orders, and 
the jobbers reluctantly confess that business is a trifle 
slow. The demand for straw board and stock board re- 
mains good, however, and all the mills which can make 
board to replace the regular straw board are availing 
themselves of the opening which the scarcity of straw 
affords them. Wrapping papers have been in fair de- 
mand. The book men have found no great call for their 
product, yet prices are the same. Probably another shut- 
down will be ordered soon. There is little demand for 
writing papers except in the very high grade classes, 
which have been active. M. 


St. Louis Trade Quiet. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.! 

St. Louris, Mo., June 25.—Trade conditions at this sea- 
son of the year are not usually accompanied with many 
exciting incidents. The past four weeks, however, have 
been an exception to this rule. The street car strike, while 
drawing its slow length along, is practically settled as 
far as the Transit Company and its employees are con- 
cerned, as it is thought neither side will now ask or grant 
any concession. The paper business has been _inter- 
fered with to’ some extent, as buyers in some instances 
have used the strike as an excuse for not placing orders, 
and in isolated cases it has been made a pretext for post- 
poning payments of bills. Taken as a whole, however, 
this is rather a quiet season so far as selling is concerned, 
but a marked feature to be noted is the fact that buy- 
ers who heretofore placed large contracts at this time are 
holding back because of the current belief that prices of 
various grades of paper will be lower. This opinion still 
prevails to some extent. The generally expressed wish, 
however, with people prominent in the trade is that prices 
will adjust themselves to an equitable basis, as such a 
consummation would be far better than that there should 
be a reign of low and disastrous prices as formerly.

Slight Changes in the Miami Valley.

Dayton, Ohio, June 25.—Conditions in the various 
branches of the trade remain practically the same as re- 
ported last week, with the exception that in some lines 
there is an upward tendency. Prices have been changed 
only slightly, though orders are more plentiful. In the 
book market, at least, orders have multiplied in some of 
the Valley mills at a rapi? pace the past two wecks, and 
while it is a matter of speculation in some circles as to 
the nature of the action to be taken this week at Chicago, 
it is the opinion that another shutdown will be ordered, 
despite the partially renewed activity. The plan is work- 
ing successfully and is bound to have beneficial results in 
the course of time. 

The writing market is still fairly bright, yet this trade 
has had its difficulties. The mills in the combination have 


been ordered to suspend periodicaliy, while most of the 
independent concerns in this locality have run uninter- 
ruptedly. There are reasons for this condition, though, as 
slightly better prices have been quoted by the indepen- 
dents, it is stated, while the mills in the combine have 
maintained quotations and restricted production. 

In paper box factories trade has beén positively dull 
for a month or more, despite reports to the contrary. 


Manufacturers who are conservative are willing to admit

TRADE CONDITIONS ABROAD. 


The Prices of Pulp and Other Raw Materials in the Lon- 
don Market Continue High and Firm— 
Paper Products Firm. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Lonpon, June 18—There is nothing new to report 
about market conditions. The price of both mechanical 
and chemical pulp is very firm for both present and future 
delivery. Of late there has been an increase in the ship- 
ments of mechanical pulp from Canada, and this has given 
British paper makers the idea that Scandinavian pulp mak- 
ers will have to moderate their views as to prices, but the 
Scandinavian mill men are maintaining a very firm atti- 
tude. Our principal paper mills seem to have covered 
their requirements for the year, and this may lead to easier 
terms a little later, but just now buyers and sellers are 
finding difficulty in getting together. 

The makers of chemical wood pulp are also very stiff 
in their quotations, and are inclined to ask even higher 
prices for next year than are ruling for unsold quantities 
this year, owing to the increased cost of production caused 
by the higher cost of coal, sulphur and advancing wages. 

These conditions in the raw material market control the 
paper market. Prices of paper rule firm, and there is no 
likelihood of a decline until the cost of production is 
lessened by a fall in the price of raw materials. 

The importations of paper into Great Britain continue 
on a very large scale. The imports in May were of the 
value of £406,711, as compared with £306,744 for the same 
month last year. For the five months from January to 
May the imports of paper amounted to £1,844,949, the 
value for the corresponding period of 1899 being £1,462,- 
197. The value of unprinted paper received amounted to 
£1,301,120 (against £1,038,547); printed paper, £185,271 
(against £129,959); and straw, mill, and wood pulp boards, 
£358,558 (against £293,691). The United States is the only 
country showing a decrease, and that was small, £2,542. 

There was also an improvement in the value of ex- 
ports of paper in May, the total value being £146,540, an 
increase of £19,176 compared with May, 1899. The ex- 
ports last month comprised £101,733 worth of writings, 
printings and envelopes (against £75,621 worth a year 
ago); £16,468 worth of hangings (against £20,701), and 
£28,339 worth of other descriptions of paper (against £31,- 
042). 

The exports of paper from Great Britain during the 
five months from January to May were of the value of 
£656,226, compared with £612,781 for the corresponding 
period of last year. The comparative values of the ship- 
ments of writings, printings and envelopes were £431,386 
against £363,885; hangings, £80,090 against £105,719, and 
all other descriptions, £144,750 against £143,177. It will 
be seen that the increase in the demand has been chiefly 
for writings, printings and envelopes. The following 
figures show the comparative values of the exports of all 
classes of paper (with the exception of hangings) to the 
countries mentioned during the first five months of this 
and the previous year:

Trade with Australasia has improved in a most satisfac- 
tory manner, and notwithstanding the disturbed state of 
affairs in South Africa, British paper supplies show an 
increased value. Exports to Canada and the United 
States indicate a much better demand, and shipments to 
France show an advance. Business with the East Indies 
marks a decline, but exports to other countries show a 
substantial improvement. 

Altogether, the conditions of the British paper trade 
may be said to be very satisfactory just now to the paper 
makers, and but for the high prices of pulp would be in a 
high degree encouraging. BriTon. 
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HIGHER PRICES FOR TWINES. 


Plague, War and Extraordinary Demand Will Help to 
Force Up the Prices of All Grades, So 
Twine Men Say. 


The situation and outlook in the twine market are at 
this time of great interest to manufacturers and dealers 
in paper. This is due to the fact that the hoped for drop 
in prices of twines has not taken place. To-day the quo- 
tations are about the same as they were last January, and 
in the opinion of twine manufacturers there will be no 
lowering of the figures for a year to come. These gentle- 
men say that there may be a lull in the demand for 
thirty to sixty days later in the summer, but that there 
will be no falling off in prices in consequence. In the 
course of an interview had this weck F. C. Travers, of the 
Travers Brothers Company, New York, said to a repre- 
sentative of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL: 

“Twines have not gone down, and in the nature of things 
they cannot decline. All the raw materials are scarce 
and high. Dealers in twines are bare of stocks, and the 
outlook is that the new crops of fibres will be even 
smaller than those of last year. As is well known, the 
shortage of the fibres last year for the hard fibre goods 
caused a 70 per cent. increase in the demand for those 
made of soft fibres. This extra demand still continues, 
for at present all the hard fibre twine that can be manu- 
factured is required for binding twine. The soft fibre 
goods are being substituted in their place. That there 
will be no decline in the prices of twines for the next year 
can be put down as a certainty. The plague in India has 
already cut down the size of the next jute crop at least 
one million bales. Sisal is off a little just now, but the 
decline is only temporary, as there is no increased produc- 
tion of sisal. The outlook in hemp is that next year’s sup- 
ply will be about 50 per cent. less than what it was this 
year. The war in the Philippines is the cause of this ex- 
pected shortage.” : 

Speaking with particular reference to paper makers’ 
twines, ‘Mr. Travers said: “About 75 per cent. of the 
twines used in the paper industry are soft laid unfinished 
twines. These are made from Indian hemp and American 
and Russian fibres. The other 25 per cent. is finished 
tine. About 5¢ per cent. of the twine used by paper mak- 
ers is made of Indian hemp. The rest is evenly divided 
between the twines made of American and Russian fibres. 
As there is practically no more American hemp on the 
market, the price on it was advanced last month from $08 
to $135 per ton. This price will hold till February, as the 
new crop comes in March. Russian fibres advanced 2 
cents per pound within the last six months. The supply of 
this fibre is cut off in November, as it cannot be gotten 
out, owing to the frozen state of the country. Now the 
shortage of the other fibres, particularly manila hemp, 
compelled the manufacturers of rope on the other side 
to use the Russian fibres. This has lessened the usual 
supply of those fibres and has helped to cause the advance 
on them. 

“All the mills making twines,” continued Mr. Travers, 
“are full of orders for the next ninety days. This state of 
affairs will bring the following season’s orders on top of 
the new crop of hemp to arrive, which is higher in price. 
Therefore the price of twines will have to be advanced for 
the next season.” 

The quotations on large orders of paper makers’ twines 
to-day are: Unfinished laid paper twine, 7c.; jute tube 
cord, 64%c.; unfinished Russian, 13c.; American unfinished, 
12c. The prices on the finished twines are about the same 
as the above. On small orders from “W@ic. more is 
charged.

Wednesday last, June 20, the Cook-Vivian Company, 
successor to Pulsifer, Cook & Co., started in to do 
business in its own name. The new firm will continue 
to occupy the old quarters’at Nos. 183 to 193 Congress 
street. All the old employees are retained. Thomas N. 
Cook, senior member of the new firm, is acting as agent 
of the company, which is incorporated with a capital of 
$50,000. 

The assignees of Pulsifer, Cook & Co. are winding up 
the affairs of the firm as fast as possible. The merchandise 
stock on hand and the store fixtures were sold to the 
Cook-Vivian Company, and now the book accounts re- 
ceivable and notes due the old firm are being collected. 
It will be a couple of months yet before the assignees can 
realize fully on these assets, when a dividend will be paid 
to the firm’s creditors. Just how much creditors will re- 
ceive it is impossible now for the assignees to say, but it is 
thought that the assets, when converted into cash, will 
show a dividend of 25 to 35 per cent.

Mr. Millard refers to the officials of the 
Diamond Paper Company in the highest of terms, they 
having treated him with such kind consideration that he 
feels it a duty to make acknowledgment of his appreciation 
of the same.

Fatal Paper Warehouse Collapse.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 25.—A disastrous collapse oi a 
five story warehouse of the Chatfield & Woods Company, 
on Lower Elm street, occurred last week, as stated in Tue 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL, and resulted in the death of a 
little girl, the injury of her father and considerable fin- 
ancial loss to the company. The collapse occurred late 
at night, and luckily so, or a number of lives of ware- 
house employees would have been crushed out. The 
crash came with startling suddenness and the noise of it 
could be heard for several miles. The building was about 
forty years old and was constructed of brick. It was 
owned by H. P. Leibee, of Middletown, Ohio, and had 
been pronounced safe by a local architect. For many 
years machinery had been operated on every floor, and 
this, together with the fact that the building was located 
in the flooded district, tended to weaken it. A carriage 
factory had occupied the building until recently. 

The loss on paper was not as heavy as might be ex- 
pected, as the company placed a large number of persons 
at work the following day and much of the stock was 
saved. However, some of it was ruined. Had it rained 
the loss would have been considerable. Most of the 
paper was removed to another warehouse of the company 
located 100 feet west of the collapsed building. M. V. 


Canal Trolley in the Miami. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.|] 

Dayton, Ohio, June 25.—A resolution of considerable 
importance to the paper trade has been adopted by the 
State Board of Public Works. The same declares as suc- 
cessful the experiments with electricity as means of mo- 
tive power for the propulsion of canal boats, and autho- 
rizes Thomas N. Fordyce, representing the Westinghouse 
Company, to construct a plant to supply power to propel 
boats between Dayton and Cincinnati and between Dayton 
and Toledo. He is allowed two and one-half years to 
complete the improvement between this city and Cincin- 
nati, and four years additional for the other route. The 
contract precludes the possibility of utilizing the canals 
for railroad transportation purposes by the company. 

The question of granting the lease of the banks of the 
canal for electric railroad purposes was referred to a com- 
mittee consisting of the chief engineer, the canal commis- 
sioners and the Board of Public Works. If the lease is 
made, which is expected, the State will derive a large rev- 
enue upon a fixed valuation of the property. 

It is manifest that the canal has not outlived its useful- 
ness, and that its future is of vast interest to the paper 
trade, which has always enjoyed the benefits of low freight 
rates on the waterway. M. V. 


Paper Mill Boilers Explode.

CLEVELAND, June 25.—Two steam boilers at the Valley 
Mill of the Cleveland Paper Manufacturing Company on 
Independence street exploded at noon on June 21, injuring 
two men who were in the boiler room at the time and 
coming near injuring twenty others. 

John Borick, aged thirty-five, and married, who lives on 
Berdelle street, in Newburgh, and Andrew Wotsek, aged 
thirty-six. single, a brother-in-law of Borick, and living 
at the same place, were both badly cut about the head and 
uad to be taken to St. Alexis Hospital. Both will prob- 
ably recover. 

The explosion came just when all hands were sitting 
down to lunch. In the packing room next to the boiler 
room were twenty persons eating. The force of the ex- 
plosion blew off the roof of the boiler room and let out 
the steam or the two men in the room would have been 
scalded to death. As it was, the steam was so thick that no 
one dared to go into the room for some time.

The delay this year in setting the price is said to 
be due principally to the disturbed condition of the 
National Wall Paper Company. But now, as it is reported 
positively that the National will dissolve if certain legal 
difficulties can be overcome, further postponement of a 
decision in regard to the price of hangings is deemed 
unnecessary.

Local creditors of the Sugar River Paper Mill Company, 
of Claremont, N. H., are evidently not worrying about the 
payment of their claims.

However, he changed his mind when at the expiration of 
the first year he figured out the problem and discovered to 
his amazement that at the end of six years his superin- 
tendent would own the mill!

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FIBRE PAPER MEETING. 


Manufacturers Discuss the Market at a Recent Meeting— 
No Shutdown Ordered—Product Curtailed 
from Natural Causes. 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] ; 

APPLETON, Wis., June 25.—C. W. Stribley, of the Thil- 
many Pulp and Paper Mills, of Kaukauna, was delegated 
to represent the fibre mills of this valley at the recent 
Buffalo meeting of the fibre paper manufacturers. It has 
been expected that at this meeting action would be taken 
looking toward a reduction in the output of the fibre mills 
of the country, as the understanding between the fibre 
paper manufacturers of the country is said to be especially 
close and compelling, and there is little doubt that the 
fibre men would be able to carry out anything they might 
see fit to do. 

Mr. Stribley reports, however, that no action was taken 
at the meeting in the matter of a shutdown. The busi- 
ness situation was thoroughly gone over, and it was found 
that product was already being curtailed a good deal 
from various causes, the principal one being low water, 
which the East is suffering from as well as the West, with 
the prospect of the situation getting worse instead of bet- 
ter.as time goes on. It was very generally agreed that it 
was useless to cut prices and tear the market to pieces, 
especially in the face of the prospect that business would 
shortly improve very much, not only in a growing de- 
mand for paper, but also more or less on account of the 
threatened decrease in production due to the causes men- 
tioned. It was felt that the situation was such that no 
concerted action need be taken, each individual being 
given credit for judgment enough to handle his business 
in such a way as not to conflict with the interests of all. 
The feeling was very general that there would be a great 
improvement in business during July and August.

The Binders’ Board Situation. 

A well-known manufacturer of binders’ boards, in 
speaking of affairs in that branch of the trade this week, 
said: “The prompt way in which all the binders’ board 
manufacturers recently responded to a call for a meeting 
to see if there was not some way by which they could get 
a return for their hard work, experience and the increased 
cost of everything which. goes in to making a binders’ 


board, was seconded by the formation of an association 
and agreeing upon a schedule of prices. This schedule 
was too low, yet it has been one that they could maintain, 
in spite of all the unjust criticisms and efforts to break 
the price made. 

“Every one of the members has had his own troubles, 
but all have had sufficient orders, and as soon as the trade 
gets used to the new order of things and finds that orders 
will have to be placed in advance of wants, everything will 
run smoothly again. 

“This is one of the very dullest seasons, and yet there is 
practically no stock of boards made up, so that it looks 
as if the mills that make a good board and prompt deliv- 
eries, when ordered, can get much better prices for their 
product than the schedule.”

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company has just ordered 
a complete equipment of Cross oil filters from the manu- 
iacturers at Akron, Ohio, for its Fort Wayne shops. 

On Monday orders for $15,000 worth of bridge material 
to go to Mexico were received by a New York house. 
Just at present there is a good demand for this class of 
goods from the country named. 

Vincent P. Travers, formerly president of the Standard 
Rope and Twine Company, New York, has prepared his 
answer to the complaint in the suit brought against him 
by the Standard Company. In it he denies all the charges 
made and claims that royalty amounting to $200,cco was 
due him from the company. 

Eagle Lodge of Paper Makers held its last open meet- 
ing at Holyoke, Sunday afternoon. Much interest in the 
work of the union has been aroused among the paper 
makers of Holyoke. Some 275 applications for member- 
ship has been receivcd, and the union will act upon the 
last of the applications soon. 

The Westinghouse Company, Pittsburg, Pa., has just 
published in pamphlet form the paper presented at the 
New York meeting of the American Society of Mechan- 
ical Engineers by Walter C. Kerr on the “Mechanical 
Equipment of the New South Station at Boston. Mass.” 
The paper treats the subject under twelve heads, and is 
illustrated with half-tones. The paper is of decided inter- 
est and value. 

A contract was signed in Chicago this week by which 
a Chicago publishing company secures for five years the 
exclusive right of publishing the joint productions of L. 
Frank Baum and W. W. Denslow, respectively author 
and illustrator of “Father Goose, His Book,” and ‘The 
Wonderful Wizard of Oz.” Messrs. Baum and Denslow 
are to produce at least one book a year, and it is said that 
they are guaranteed royalties of $10,000 each. 


The N. P. Bowsher Company, South Bend, Ind., re- 
ports a steady run of orders for mill cogs during ihe past 
few months. The Bowsher Company is ready to serve its 
customers promptly, and it has constantly a large stock of 
the finest selected rock maple Jumber, three to five years 
old, all air dried.

The company has just shipped to Ger- 
many two Jordan engines, and is making up a carload of 
machinery to go to Japan to complete the equipment of a 
mill, the machines for which the Black & Clawson Com- 
pany furnished some time ago. 

B. Franklin Liebler, of 2 Stone street, New York, has 
filed a petition in bankruptcy with liabilities $10,797 and 
assets consisting of one share of stock of the Liebler Pub- 
lishing Company, of which he was treasurer and manager, 
which, however, is held by him as agent for Rose Liebler, 
to enable him to qualify as a director of the company. 
The liabilities are in the shape of seventeen judgments, ob- 
tained against him in 1888 and 1889, and one in March last 
for $6,953, in favor of A. A. Housman & Co. 


The recent shipment of paper mill machinery by the 
Beloit Iron Works, Beloit, Wis., consisted of two too-inch 
tissue machines. They are Fourdriniers, with two pair of 
presses on each one, one dryer 8 feet in diameter, four 
48-inch dryers, one stack of calenders, reel and cutter The 
felt arrangement on press and couch rolls is designed so 
that the paper is carried through without touching it, until 
it reaches the small dryers.

Another New Paper Company.

WatTeERTOWwN, N. Y., June 25.—The Aldrich Paper Com- 
pany has been organized with a capital stock of $350,000, 
and will build a paper, ground wood and sulphite fibre 
plant at Natural Dam, N. Y. The directors of the com- 
pany are Newton Aldrich, D. B. Gotham, C. R. Reming- 
ton, A. D. Remington, G. B. Kemp, Sam Child and Nel 
son R. Caswell. 

The company has purchased the property of Aldrich, 
Dean & Aldrich at Natural Dam, and work on the site of 
the new mill has already been begun, Contractor J. P. 
Kausch breaking ground on Monday. The plans call for 
a building 130 feet wide and 286 feet long, to be built of 
stone. About 3,000 horse power can be developed at the 
fall on the Oswegatchie River, on which the mill will be 
located. 

The Aldrich property purchased by the company in- 
cludes 50 acres of land, a saw mill and lumber plant, about 
forty-five houses, as well as between 30,000 and 40,000 
acres of timber land on the Oswegatchie River. F. M. 

Water Pollution Decision.

Dayton, Ohio, June 25.—The Weston Company has 
been apprised of the finding of the Supreme Court of 
Indiana, which affirmed the decision of the lower court 
in granting an injunction enjoining the company from 
polluting the stream at Greenfield, Ind., where the straw 
plant is located. This suit has been bitterly fought for a 
year or more, and is only one of the many brought in the 
Middle States. Many farmers in and about Greenfield 
were instrumental in bringing the matter to a climax. 
It was stated long ago that the Weston Paper Company 
was preparing to remove from Greenfield owing to the 
litigation, and in the light of the most recent decision 
it would not be surprising to hear of summary action on 
the part of the company. M. V.

NEW PROCESSES. 


The Cosmos Company and Its New Method of Making Pulp 
—The Goessman Process for Producing Water 
and Grease Proof Papers. 





According to reports that reach this city by way of 
Philadelphia it is said that the Cosmos Company, with 
offices at 66 Broadway, New York, has recently placed a 
hurry-up order for twelve fibre machines with the Vulcan 
Iron Works, of Tamaqua, Pa. The report further states 
that the Cosmos Company already has four such machines 
at its plant, which is indefinitely stated as being in New 
York. This company is understood to possess a secret 
process for the manufacture of pulp out of straw. From 
this pulp it is claimed all grades of paper can be made. 
The process is declared to be no longer an experiment, 
but an established possibility. President Jones, of the 
Vulcan Iron Works, is said to have secured the contract 
for the twelve additional machines through his acquaint- 
ance with H. F. Howell, of Tamaqua, Pa., who is said to 
be one of the projectors of the new enterprise. 

When a representative of THe Paper TRADE JOURNAL 
called at the offices of the Cosmos Company this week he 
was assured positively by the officials of that company 
that ‘they had not placed an order for twelve machines 
with any iron company and that for the present there was 
no report to be given out as to the plans of the company. 


New Grease Proof Paper. 

W. W. Herrick, 29 Hawthorn place, Springfield, Mass., 
and Charles I. Goessman, of Amherst, Mass., are reported 
to be interested in organizing a new company to make 
water and oil proof paper of all grades by a new process. 
The process is the discovery of Professor C. A. Goessman, 
of the Massachusetts Agricultural College, and his son, C. 
I. Goessman, and the details of it are carefully guarded, 
not even a patent being applied for. It is said that the gen- 
tlemen have had a number of offers of locations for a mill 


The Fire at the Lloyds Mill. 

The repairs to the building and machinery of Lloyd's 
Sittingbourne (England) paper mill are being pushed for- 
ward vigorously. The insurance was quickly adjusted and 
rebuilding operations at once begun. Simultaneously the 
repair of the paper making machines was proceeded with. 


Of the six machines damaged, three were of American and 
three of English make. The last named were originally 
supplied by Messrs. Masson, Scott & Co. They have gone 
ahead with the repairs, and have received important as- 
sistance from James Bertram & Son, Limited, and James 
Milne & Son, Limited. So rapidly have they proceeded 
with the work that two of the machines will be again run- 
ning in the course of a week. The makers of the Amer- 
ican machines, the Bagley & Sewall Company, Water- 
town, N. Y., and the Pusey & Jones Company, Wilming- 
ton, Del., on receiving the necessary information, at once 
iorwarded the duplicates of the parts which had been dam- 
aged, and the re-erection of these is proceeding most satis- 
factorily. In fact, it is expected that by the end of the 
present month the mill will once more be in full swing. 


The Paper Trade of India. 

There has been some progress in the making of paper 
in India, but if the way in which a recent Government 
order was filled is a fair sample of the manner in which 
the manufacturers there conduct their business, they will 
soon see their trade going to England. 

The case referred to was a Government order to a paper 
mill in Bengal. The Government order in question con- 
tained a note from the acting superintendent of station- 
ery that the contractors for the supply of a certain sort of 
printing paper had been given orders for 14,000 reams of 
the paper, with special instructions to supply it in time for 
it to be paid for out of the current year’s allotment. Up to 
date three consignments of 4,000, 2,720 and 3,632 reams 
have been received. Of these, the first had to be rejected 
on account of the variety of shades in the paper, differing 
from the standard sample; and, although it is now being 
sorted, only a small portion will be ready for delivery be- 
fore the end of the month: The acting superintendent 
of stationery says: “The other two lots have been found 
by the superintendent of the Government press to be even 
worse than the first, for the same reason, and will have to 
be rejected. The result is that I cannot comply with the 
demands on hand for this paper, nor can I spend the ad- 
ditional grant which I asked for this express purpose.” 
This sort of thing is a great pity. says the World's Paper 
Trade Review, for although English paper manufacturers 
also might fail to supply the right sort of goods, yet In- 
dian manufacturing reputation is at present of such sort 
that a few breakdowns would not only damage the 
interests of any particular mill, but would reflect disad- 
vantageously on Indian industries in general. 
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The Scandinavian Pulp Situation. 


Of late there has been so much said as to the wood pulp 
situation in Norway and Sweden that the following from 
Farmand, the Scandinavian paper and pulp trade paper, 
in reply to an inquiry, is therfore of interest: 

“As far as we are able to judge the situation must be 
characterized thus: The sharp advance in mechanical pulp 


since last summer is partially due to special causes, viz., 
the water scarcity and the enormous increase in the de- 
mand for paper caused by the war in South Africa. But 
we are inclined to believe that even after these causes have 
again ceased to act prices will remain on a higher level 
than that of recent years. The consumption of mechanical 
pulp increases continually; but it must be assumed that the 
production of this article in Norway has already reached 
its maximum. The best waterfalls of the country are 
already utilized, and the forests are hardly sufficient to 
supply more raw material; it is, on the contrary, rather 
doubtful if the present supply can, in the long run, be 
maintained. In spite of high prices of wood current in 
our country and high wages, the Norwegian mills are in a 
position to compete in this article with anybody, thanks 
to their extremely favorable geographical situation. If an 
increased demand is to be met, Norway having till now 
been by far the largest producer of mechanical pulp, it 
follows that the extra supply must come mainly from less 
favorably situated countries. It must be borne in mind 
that there are two conditions essential to the production 
of mechanical pulp: (1) Cheap wood; (2) large water- 
falls with pure water, conveniently situated for export. 
The mills in the North of Sweden and partially those of 
Canada are closed for export nearly half of the year, and 
in the North of Russia there are not, as far as we know, 
any large waterfalls near the sea. As to cellulose, the con- 
ditions of this industry are so far different that so large 
motive power is not needed as in the mechanical pulp 
mills. But this is, on the other hand, an industry which is 
constantly being improved, and where great experience is 
thercfore indispensable. Moreover, we believe it must be 
accepted as a fact that the value of all kinds of forest prod- 
uce is steadily rising, owing to the gradual reduction of 
the forest area of the world and to the continually in- 
creasing consumption of wood in one form or another. 
This increment is not, of course, taking place without in- 
terruption, the prices, on the contrary, rising and falling 
from one year to another, but it would no doubt become 
evident by comparing the prices of wood goods of the 
last four or five decades with those of to-day:”

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FRUIT WRAPS. 


A Growing Branch of the Tiade—Some Figures Showing 
Extent of the Business—Fashions in the Wraps— 
Fine Designs Demanded, 





The consumption of paper by fruit packers is a branch 
of the paper trade that has shown great advances within 
the past three years. This fact has evidently escaped the 
attention even of those who were formerly identified with 
its sale. Their failure to keep informed on the subject is 
due to the changes that have taken place in this line. Be- 
fore the Florida orange trade was almost ruined by the 
frost a few years ago, the business done in fruit wrappers 
by New York dealers was considerable. Since then the 
trade has gradually fallen into the hands of a compara- 
tively few men who make a sort of specialty of that trade. 
The demand for high class, artistically printed wrappers 
has had its effect in concentrating the business. Whereas 
formerly all these tissues were made rather coarse and 
afterward printed in only one plain color, now~they are 
turned out of the very finest quality and colored beauti- 
fully in many designs. As a large plant and close atten- 
tion to the needs of the packers are necessary to success in 
this line the paper makers who have given much thought 
to it naturally enjoy the trade in wrappers. 

By way of illustrating the magnitude of this business it 
is stated on the best of authority that for the year just 
ending there were shipped from California 15,000 car- 
loads of oranges. In each car there were 362 boxes and 
in each box there were 300 oranges. From Florida 250,- 
ooo boxes, containing 250 oranges to the box, were 
packed. Of grape fruit there were about 70,000 boxes, 
averaging 70 fruits to the box. From other sections 
came a quantity of fruit in wrappers equal to 50,000 boxes 
of oranges, carrying 250 to the box. In Jamaica 300,000 
boxes of oranges were packed last year, each box contain- 
ing 300 oranges. To these figures should be added the 
shipments of apricots, peaches, cherries and other small 
fruits, about which some paper is now being used. It 


should be stated that the figures given show that the 
packing of these fruits is this year three times as large 
as it was three years ago. This fact alone is proof that the 
sale of fruit wrappers has grown in proportion, as each 
orange, for instance, is wrapped in paper. It should also 
be added that the consumption of tissue wrappers is not 
confined alone to this country and the island of Jamaica. 
A large market for their sale is now being opened up in 
Mexico and other countries, the names of which the lead- 
ers in this line keep secret. 

When asked about the subject of fruit wrappers, a gen- 
tleman identified with that branch of the trade said this 
week to a representative of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL: 
“The business is a growing one. It got a heavy set- 
back by the blight of the Florida orange groves a few 
years ago, but that trade is now coming back, as the 
groves are again yielding fruit. California, though, is the 
great State for fruit packing. This year alone, about 125 
carloads of wrappers have been used in that State. Next 
year the sale will, no doubt, be larger. To get a part of 
this business, I understand that the new Floriston Pulp 
and Paper Company, of Floriston, Cal., will run one of its 
machines on fruit tissues. This will not cut into the trade 
of the Wisconsin and Eastern mills very much, as the con- 
sumption is really increasing faster than the production.” 

Frank B. Read, of 226 Washington street, New York, 
speaking on the subject, said: “The sale of fruit wrappers 
is growing. To do the business to advantage, we have 
found out that we must be ‘first hands’ in it. That is, a 
concern should have a man on the ground among the 
packers, should make the paper, and also print it. 
Formerly most of the paper was manufactured in the East, 
and shipped West, where it was then printed. Now, all 
this is done practically under one roof. A noticeable fea- 
ture of this trade is the demand for fine, handsomely 
printed tissues. To supply such papers requires large and 
expensive plants. It is not alone for wrappers that the 
packers use paper. Nowadays they endeavor in every 
way to make their fruit look inviting. This end they ac- 
complish by the liberal use of highly colored strips of 
paper called ‘shavings,’ and also by lace paper, with 


which they decorate their boxes. The outlook for an 
increased demand from the packers for such artistic helps 
to their trade is very good. To supply their needs is the 
constant study of the paper manufacturers in that line.” 


Water Contamination. 


George W. Lord, of Philadelphia, the veteran “boiler 
compound chemist” and pioneer manufacturer of water 
purifying compounds for steam boilers, is furnishing some 
valuable information to the trade in the form of a series of 
interesting essays upon water contamination and its effect 
upon steam boilers.

The 
water in the Schuylkill at Philadelphia, for example, is 
entirely different in its character from that taken out of the 
stream 20 to 30 miles nearer its source. We have 
analyzed the water in nearly every working stream in the 
United States, and have given especial attention to the 
great paper mill localities. Our staff of expert chemists is 
constantly at work upon these examinations, and we are 
making special compounds for each locality.” 

The “Lord” factory occupies nearly one-fourth of a whole 
block, and affords every facility for convenience of manu- 
facture.

Mill News from Fulton. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Futon, N. Y., June 25.—The water supply situation is 
complicated for mill owners on the east side of the lower 
dam here by the obstruction in the hydraulic race under 
the Hoff mill. A ledge of rock damming the race at this 
point has long been a bone of contention between the 
water users on each side of it. Last summer several at- 
tempts were made to have it taken out, and the channel 
of the race made of uniform depth throughout its length. 
The excavation was stopped through appeals to the courts, 
and the issuance of an injunction restraining the Victoria 
Paper Mills Company, Dilts Machine Works and others 
from interfering with the rock dam under the Hoff prop- 
erty. The injunction is still in force and the parties 
affected thereby have so far been unable to get the matter 
passed upon by the courts. The miils above the ledge of 
rock enjoy a considerable advantage over those below it, 
as they can draw water for their wheels when there is not 
sufficient depth to cover the obstruction. At such times 
the Victoria Paper Mills Company, Hunter Arms Com- 
pany, Dilts Machine Works and others have the unwel-

come choice of running by steam or shutting down, while 
their neighbors just above use all the water. 

The newly organized Granby Paper Company is now 
sending its tissue over its new machine. at increased 
speed, and expects soon to attain 300 feet per minute. 
Although better situated than its neighbors as regards 
supply of water, the Granby Paper Company is making 
preparations to run by steam, if necessary, during low 
water, A new 75 horse power upright engine will soon be 
in position to supply the paper machine with power, so 
that it will only. be necessary to draw water for the beating 
engines. 

That the outlook for a prosperous season for the pulp 
and paper mills is good seems to be indicated by the num- 
ber of orders and inquiries for new machinery received by 
the Dilts Machine Works lately. Shipments recently 
made cover one heavy four-pocket pulp grinder, four wet 
machines and eleven screens, and orders for six beating 
engines, three ream paper cutters and other machinery are 
now being filled. This concern has recently brought out a 
new pulp grinder of entirely new design, built to operate 
under the largest power that a pulp stone will stand.

wrapping paper. The duty on fine leather purses is re- 
duced from 16 pesos per dozen (.as last year) to 12 pesos. 

It is also provided that the additional import duty of 10 
per cent. ad valorem, imposed by the law of the 22d of Sep- 
tember, 1898, should be reduced to 5 per cent. from the Ist 
January last. This additional duty of 5 per cent. is also 
imposed upon articles subject to specific duties. 

Machinery of all kinds, of a value of 100 pesos or more, 
and spare parts of the same, pay 10 per cent. ad valorem, 
and all other goods connected with the trades we represent 
(not being already specified) 25 per cent. ad valorem.

The Straw Paper Situation. 


The conditions ruling in the straw paper branch of the 
paper industry are peculiar. There have been frequent 
complaints of a scarcity of stock, and because of it prices 
were advanced some weeks ago. That scarcity continues 
and is being more severely felt, while the indications are 
not of such a character as to lead to any hope ior relief 
in the near future. 

In some cases mills have been compelled to shut down 
because of their inability to secure straw, and in other in- 
stances that raw material has been shipped a distance of 
800 miles in order to get it to the paper mill. Some 
manufacturers, rather than stop their machinery, have 
changed to other lines of goods, while the few who have 
been fortunate enough to obtain sufficient supplies of 
straw have been simply overloaded with requests for 
product. To them the situation is not displeasing. 

There is a considerable amount of guessing going on 
as to what the outcome will be. The straw paper trade 
has had a good many hard knocks in the past. It has 
seen the orders with which it had been favored trans- 
ferred to the makers of. manila papers and paper bags, 
but this is probably the first time in many years that it 
has been compelled to turn away customers because it has 
been unable to get the straw from which to make its 
paper. 

The difficulties will be surmounted in some way, and the 
mills that have been or are now running on straw paper 
will continue in the paper line, making their old time 
product or some other grade. Paper mills are not put 
out of business merely because of a shortage of one kind 


of raw material. 


United States Paper in Switzerland. 


From time to time American consuls have urged the 
necessity and importance of establishing a sample depot in 
Switzerland for the display of American goods. Discus- 
sion of the subject is revived by a letter from Dr. Jurn- 
itschek, president of the Merchants’ Association of Chur, 
to James T. DuBois, Consul-General at St. Gall, in which 
he strongly advocates the plan of having such a sample 
depot in Chur, Canton Graubunden, and points out that 


there-is a field which can be tilled profitably by United 
States manufacturers. Consul-General DuBois indorses 
the plan of a sample depot, but suggests that it should be 
at Zurich, with branches at various other points. 

At present Germany gets most of the general trade of 
Switzerland. and this is not to be wondered at when one 


reads in the Consul-General’s letter that “last year Ger- 


many sent nearly four thousand agents into Switzerland 
and the United States only one.” Yet in 1899 the United 
States bought from Switzerland about $17,000,000 and sold 
her about $14,000,000 worth of goods. 

In the paper line Germany supplies about seven-tenths 
of the paper imported by Switzerland, and it would be 
wisdom for our paper makers who are seeking for means 
to extend their foreign trade to encourage the sample 
depot idea and to take an active part in putting it into 
practical working shape. The Swiss ate intelligent buy- 
ers. They fully appreciate goods of substantial merits, and 
there is every reason why our paper business with them 


should be increased. 


Up in Maine they have an immense log jam caused by 
low water in the west branch of the Penobscot River. 
Some of the lumbermen regard this as a blessing, alleging 
that the saw mills cannot at present be operated profit- 
ably, and as a bit of evidence in that line they point to 
the fact that the Eastern Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, recently formed at Bangor, has been unable to 
maintain its prices, several members being charged with 
making “cuts” in order to move goods. Hence they say 
that the logs are better “hung up” on the river banks than 
delivered at the saw mills. 


The exports of paper from the port of New York this 
week were valued at $48,380, showing a considerable 
falling off when compared with $88,908, the value of 
similar exports last week. Australia continues to be the 
largest individual customer, she taking this week paper 
to the value of $16,542. London comes next with an ac- 
count of $5,903; Rotterdam following with one of $3,820 
and Liverpool with one of $3,579. Other purchases were 
as follows: British West Indies, $1,912; Central America, 
$1,789; Cuba, $1,736; Porto Rico, $1,584; Newfoundland, 
$1,472; Mexico, $1,118. 


The Inland Daily Press Association, the membersiiip oi 
which represents seven States, held a meeting in Chicago 
recently. In the course of the proceedings a resolution 
was adopted instructing the executive committee “ to con- 
sider the advisability and feasibility of establishing a joint 
stock paper mill, capitalized sufficiently to make it a suc- 
cess, all stock to be subscribed for by members of the as- 
sociation.” Two members at once agreed to take stock to 
the extent of $10,000, but the matter will come up again 
formally at the next meeting, which will be held in Octo- 
ber. Until that time, any way, the “ paper trust” can 
breathe easy. 








In his “Among the Mills” letter this week our staff cor- 
respondent gives some hints which it will be well for mill 
men to act on. First he tells of quick and efficient rem- 
edies for use in some classes of accidents, and then refers 
to the use of certain appliances and methods by the use of 
which a large number of accidents may be avoided. By 
taking advantage of the latter the use of the former may 
be obviated to some extent. It is far better to provide 
means of avoiding danger, especially when it can be done 
by the simple means suggested. 


This year meetings of the members of the different 
branches of the trade have been more frequent than usual. 
Nearly all the various divisions have had one or more con- 
ferences, and in almost very instance they have been pro- 
ductive of good. When they did nothing more, they have 
at least given competing manufacturers a better knowledge 
the one of the other, and this is in itself a strong factor in 
improving trade conditions. Competitors are not always 
as black as they are painted.

American Forestry Association. 


The American Forestry Association held its annual 
session in the Engineering Building of Columbia Col- 
lege, New York, on Monday and Tuesday last. 

James Wilson, Secretary of Agriculture, occupied the 
chair and made the address of welcome. 

Papers were read by Col. W. F. Fox, New York State 
Superintendent of Forests, on “Fires in the Adirondacks 
in 1899”; by J. W. Toumey, Superintendent of Tree Plant- 
ing of the United States Division of Forestry, on “Prog- 
ress of Tree Planting in the United States, Particularly in 
the Middle West’; by H. H. Jones, on “The Status of 
Government Administration of National Forests”; by 
James MacNaughton on “Recent Forestry Legislation 
and Administration in the State of New York”; by C. C. 
Vermeule on the “Forests of Northern New Jersey and 
Their Relation to the Water Supply,” and C. W. Gar- 
field on “Forestry in Michigan,” while other papers 
were contributed by W. B. Clark on “The Forestry Work 
of the Maryland Geological Survey”; by Hermann von 
Schrenk on “The Fungus Enemies of Forest Trees’; by 
Mr. Ayres on “Cutting, Burning and Fire Protection,” 
and by Treadwell Cleveland on “The Forestry Laws of 
New York.” 

A feature of the meeting was a paper by H. L. Dock, 
a woman, on “The Work of the Federation of Women’s 
Clubs in Forestry.” 

The association passed resolutions favoring a national 
forest preserve in the Southern Appalachian region and 
a national park in Northern Minnesota. 


Water Power Sold. 


QueEBEc, June 25.—Hon. S. Parent, Commissioner of 
Crown Lands, has sold to some American capitalists 
two very important water powers at Lake St. John for 
$15,000. The purchasers bind themselves to erect within 
four years pulp and other mills at the Grand Discharge 
to the amount of $4,000,000. The deed of sale was signed 
on Friday by Hon. Mr. Parent, L. T. Haggin and B. A. 
Scott.

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News From THE [IILLs. 


The Chicago (Ill.) Coated Board Company will soon in- 
stall another new machine to make the smaller sizes. 

The Mayor of Parrsboro, N. S., states that London capi- 
talists are still considering the erection ot a pulp mill at 
that place. 

The Parsons Pulp and Paper Company, Parsons, 
W. Va., is rushing work on its new mill, and expects to 
be making pulp by the 1st of December. 

The Menasha Paper Company, which is to succeed the 
S. A, Cook Manufacturing Company, Menasha, Wis., has 
been organized with a capital stock of $100,000. 

Frank O'Neil, of O’Neil Brothers & Callaghan, has 
been looking over the ground at Albany, Ore., and it is 
said that the firm may build a paper mill at that place. 

The St. John Sulphite Pulp Company has 3,000,000 feet 
of logs in the Mispec River en route to its mill at St. John 
River, and 1,000,000 more will go down the Mispee River 
in July. 

The National Pulp and Paper Company has been in- 
corporated in Canada with a capital stock of $200,000. 
This company will take over the mill now at Indian Lor- 
ette, Canada. 

Work is being pushed rapidly on the plant of the Ne- 
konegan Paper Company, Old Town, Me., and it is ex- 
pected that by the middle of next month the main mill 
will be completed. 

The Spanish River Pulp and Paper Company, of Can- 
ada, is carrying on work on its mill site at Waubashene, 
and it is expected that the mill will be in operation by 
October of next year. 

The Chicago and Northwestern Railway is building a 
side track to reach the mill of the Gilbert Paper Company 
at Menasha, Wis. Heretofore all the business of the Gil- 
bert institution has been given to the St. Paul Railway. 

The C. W. Howard Paper Company, of Menasha, Wis., 
is now running only one machine on account of the short- 
age of steam power during the replacing of four of the 
steam boilers, which is now going on. The sulphite de- 
partment is shut down. 

E. C. Bell and John H. Sibley, until recently with the 
Case Manufacturing Company, Unionville, Conn., have 
organized the Bell & Sibley Paper Company, and have 


started up the paper mill at New Milford, Conn. The 
company will make album, binders and trunk boards. 

A paper manufacturer has been looking over property 
at Chester, Pa., with a view, it is said, of locating a paper 
mill at that place. One of the sites is owned by M. D. 
Marshall, is known as ‘“four-acre,” and is located be- 
tween the Reading and Pennsylvania railroads. It is 
said, however, that the price asked is too high. 

The Dalton Power Company, South Lunenburg, Vt., 
which now operates a ground wood mill at that place, 
is considering the building of a 40-ton paper mill there, 
with a sulphite mill to follow later. It has a 10,000 horse 
power water power. The company is in the market for 
plans, &c., and will be pleased to hear from machinery 
men, &c, 

The old Fairgrove paper mill of the defunct Louis Sni- 
der’s Sons Company, at Hamilton, Ohio, which was sold 
recently to Peter Schwab for a sum less than $10,000, has 
been transformed into a knitting factory. All of the ma- 
chinery had been removed from the buildings, which were 
in good condition at the time of the sale, except boilers, 
engines, &c., which are of use to any manufacturing plant. 


The foundation is laid and brickwork commenced on 
the new chimney for the International Paper Company, 
Rumford Falls, Me. This chimney is located in the rear 
of the present machine shop a few feet to one side of the 
iron chimney, and will be 200 feet high and 24 feet across 
at the base, with a flue 9 feet 6 inches at the top. It will 
contain about 600,000 brick, and will be built by the New 
England Building Company. 

The loss by fire at the plant of the Tytus-Gardner Paper 
Manufacturing Company, at Middletown, Ohio, has 
been adjusted and there is no doubt at all now that the de- 
stroyed mill will be rebuilt upon a larger scale. The loss 
was estimated at $150,000, though the insurance was only 


‘slightly in excess of- $102,000. However, the salvage is 


considerable, much of the machinery having been saved, in 
part, while the foundations of the building are as substan- 
tial as ever. 

The Akron Paper Company, Akron, Ohio, expects to 
start its mill, which is now nearing completion, by the 
middle of August. The company has drilled a gas well on 
its property. The well is 700 feet deep and the volume of 
gas is about 80,000 cubic feet daily, and it 1s growing 
steadily. The pressure is 60 pounds, according to tests 
made last week. The paper company will use the gas of 


this well under its boilers in conjunction with coal, that is 
to be fed by mechanical stokers, for a couple of montlis, 
in order to test its stability, and if the volume proves to 
be constant in that time other wells will be drilled. 

The plant of the Thilmany Pulp and Paper Mills at 
Kaukauna, Wis., has been shut down and will be down for 
some little time in order to permit of the improvements 
necessitated by the addition of anothér tissue machine. 
The new machine will be put in the middle one of the 
three machine rooms. New foundations will be provided 
for al] the machines, and there will be new floors ‘and a 
new roof and several new water wheels. Altogether the 
mill will be put in first-class condition. 


The Flambeau Company to Rebuild. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

APPLETON, Wis., June 25.—The contract for making the 
plans for the mill of the Flambeau Paper Company, which 
is proposed to be rebuilt, has been given to O’Keefe 
& Orbison, of this city. The plans provide for a 
new pulp mill and a new paper mill, both of which 
will be of considerably greater capacity than the 
old. The pulp mill will have three grinders, each 
driven by 494 horse power. . There will be three pairs 
of 40-inch wheels and one pair of 30’s, and the usual com- 
plement of wood preparing machinery, together with two 
Deckers, and two Standard wet machines. The output 
of the mill will be about 18 or 20 tons of ground wood. 

The former paper mill contained a 92-inch and a 102- 
inch machine. In the new mill the old 92-inch will be 
thrown out entirely. The 102-inch will be rebuilt with 


-more dryers, a longer wire, &c., and a new I12-inch ma- 


chine will be added. The paper mill ought to make about 

25 tons a day. The buildings will be of brick with fire 

walls, instead of wood covered with iron, as formerly.

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AMONG THE MILLS. 


Accidents in Paper and Pulp Mills—Remedies for Burns— 
Danger That Can Be Avoided—Suggestions 
in This Line. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Own THE Roan, June 25.—I have just seen an accident in 
a paper mill in which a man was badly hut. The acci- 
dent was so clearly the fault of the man, that warning 
should be given to paper mill employees to look out in 
cases where the circumstances are similar as they often are. 
In the case in question, the man was hurt by a little belt 2 
inches wide, that was used for driving a grindstone. The 
belt ran directly on the main shaft, there being no pulley 
there for it, the bare shaft being used instead. The grind- 
stone stood on the floor directly underneath the shaft. 
While the man was grinding, the belt came off the pulley 
on the stone and calmly proceeded along the shaft toward 
a neighboring hanger. The workman caught the belt, 
pulled it back to its place on the shaft, giving it a jerk 
to bring it more quickly into place. The Belt was very 
soft and pliable, and dcubled up on itself, caught upon the 
shaft and began to wind up. The workman was caught in 
the fold of the belt and went up and around the shaft until 
it was stopped at the engine. 

There are several lessons to be learned from this acci- 
dent, the first being: never run a belt directly on a shaft 
without some pulley, no matter how small it may be. 
Second, never drive even a grindstone from the main line 
direct where it is necessary to throw off the belt to stop 
the stone, and where it is necessary—as when running with- 
out a pulley—to put on the belt from the still pulley instead 
of from the moving one. This in itself is a most dangerous 
proceeding unless a special belt holder is provided. 

In another: paper mill a man was badly scalded by 
taking off the manhole cover of a steam boiler before 
all the hot vapor had been disposed of. It is never safe to 
kick in a manhead as soon as one: thinks the steam is 
all gone, even if the gauge shows no pressure, for there 
may be some pressure left, enough to scald a man, as 
proved by the accident in question. The ordinary man- 
hole cover is about 11 by 15 inches, and perhaps 2 inches 
thick. It should weigh approximately about 60 pounds. 
The opening into the boiler has an area of about 110 square 
inches, so that there can be a pressure of nearly one-half 
a pound per square inch inside of the boiler when the 
manhead drops from its own weight. One-quarter of a 
pound pressure of steam is enough to scald any person 
exposed to steam under that pressure, for the temperature 
of steam under even that slight pressure is about 213 de- 
grees, more than enough to scald worse than the hottest 
water that can be heated in an open vessel. 

In case of severe burning from this or any other cause, 
do up the burned parts at once in a saturated solution of 
picric acid. This is the remedy now adopted by the most 
advanced surgeons for burns, and from personal ex- 
perience the writer can testify that it is a most effective 
remedy. Picric acid comes in the form of a coarse pow- 
der. Cover to the depth of an inch or two the bottom of 
a wide mouthed bottle, that will hold a quart or two, 
with the acid, and pour on water to nearly fill the bottle. 
A portion of the acid will be dissolved, and the solution 
will become a deep yellow or orange color. As long as 
undissolved‘ acid remains at the bottom, the bottle may 
be filled with water as the contents are used. The solu- 
tion thus formed may be applied to a burn by wetting an- 
tiseptic gauze therein, and placing the same directly on 
the burned surfaces. Then drip on more solution, bind 
with standard bandages and keep well wet with the picric 
acid solution, and dress twice a day or more if the burn 
be severe or dangerous. This treatment is intended for 
burns of considerable extent. For small burns another form 
of solution is preferable, as the saturated solution stains 
everything it comes in contact with. The other form men- 
tioned, the prescription for which was given the writer 
by a surgeon of the Michigan National Guard, is made up 
as follows: Acid picric, 2 grams; acid boric, 8 grams: pure 
vaseline, 60 grams. Make a salve and anoint the burned 
parts freely therewith, using antiseptic gauze to bind firmly 
and to exclude the air. This prescription is preferable for 
slight burns, and is very handy to keep on hand as it is in 
the form of’a salve. But the picric acid solution should 
always be kept on hand in every paper mill with the 
emergency case. It may save a limb if applied quickly 
after burning, or even save life itself in extreme cases. 

Another danger which should be looked out for in paper 
mills is the going into dangerous places when the ma- 
chinery is stopped, while there is no one on guard to see 
that the shafting is not started while the workman is in the 
machinery. Around the machine there are many places 
where a man can be killed if the back line is started while 
a man is therein. The dryers, for example. Many times 
a man has to get right into the gearing on the back side, 
far away from the little lever which strikes in the chitch. 
If somebody should come along and strike in the dryers 
while a man is’ in the gearing, no power on earth could 





prévent injury and probable death to the unlucky victim. 
But there is a safeguard so simple and effective for such 
cases that it should be applied in every mill in the world. 
It is now used in two or three mills, to the writer’s knowl- 
edge, out of 1,100. Rather a small total in the line of 
safety. The sure thing is this: let there be provided a 
short chain, a padlock and a key. Then, when a man has 
to go into the dryers he will lock up the lever which con- 
trols the clutch, put the key into his pocket and go into 
the machinery feeling safe that he will not be ground into 
sausage meat before he gets out again. The above ap- 
pliance can be used in many places around the mill. 
The boiler inspectors use it some when going into a 
boiler which forms one of a battery, all connected to the 
same steam drum. Then they lock up the valve which 
must be opened before steam can get into the empty 
boiler, and go therein with a deal more confidence than 
they would have were there an opportunity for somebody 
to open the valve without knowing that anybady is in 
the empty boiler, or that the boiler’ is out of commis- 
sion. 

Another danger to which paper mill men, particularly 
the machine tenders, are daily exposed, is the constant 
traveling over moving machinery. They crawl through 
belts fifty times a day where a misstep would cause them 
to be drawn into the space between belt and pulley. They 
walk and climb over gears that run just right to chew up 
everything which may fall between them. The many 
hairbreadth escapes that are constantly occurring are 
never heard of. It is only once in a while that a serious 
accident occurs and is talked about for a day, then every- 
body goes about the same as before, with more death all 
around—for the number of men exposed—than there is on 
the battlefield. It will take only very little time to make 
all these danger places safe, and a slight expense for sheet 
iron and tin will secure all the material necessary to put 
guards over every gear and belt that a man can possibly 
get into. I have seen a few mills—and only a very few— 
where this has been carried out through the whole mill. 
The men are safe there, and the same thing should be 
done in every paper mill in the world. 

Fortunately for many a man factories are pretty well 
looked after nowadays by the State inspectors. Were it 
not for this the accident list would be tenfold what it is 
now. As itis, there are all too many mills not looked after 
in States where there is no factory inspection law. In some 
of these mills the elevator hatchways are still open at all 
times and there is nothing to prevent a man from walking 
directly into them, or from falling into space in case he 
stumbles. The only sure and safe protection for an ele- 
vator shaft is the automatic hatch, either swinging or 
sliding, with preference to the swinging, for the reason that 
anything which may fall thereupon is simply pushed to one 
side and not dropped through as the hatch opens. With 
a well adjusted swinging trap arrangement, the mill is safe 
for the employee, and sure against the spread of fire 
through open elevator shafts. 

There is just one more danger which I want to: talk 
about this time, although it is safe to say that I could go 
into a pretty good mill in any part of the country znd find 
a dozen places where there is a possible danger to life or 
property which should be abated. But the other danger 
is from fire. Spontaneous combustion, aided by careless- 
ness of the employee and by friction. The combination is 
very strong, and more than one mill has been destroyed 
by it. I allude to the throwing of greasy waste or wipe- 
cloths in corners where they may become heated through 
decomposition of the oil and cotton. Particularly is the 
case bad when, as I have sometimes seen, the oily waste 
is left lying on top of a bearing which is liable to hecome 
heated from friction, and when the waste thus left is also 
in contact with greasy wood or some other oil soaked 
combustible material; then the chances for a fire are ex- 
ceedingly good. 

Just take a walk around the mill, Mr. Manager or Mr. 
Superintendent—keep an eye out for dangers of the char- 
acter alluded to above, and note down every one you can 
find in and around the mill. I am sure that the list will 
make your eyes stick out when you look it over, and I am 
sure that once you have the list you will go at it mighty 
quick with a view to make things different. J, F. Hi. 


Jam of Logs in Maine. 


Kineo, Me., June 25.—Fourteen million logs. practi- 
cally the whole north and south branch drives, are hung 
up by low water on the west branch, Penobscot River. 
For a distance of 26 miles the logs are strung along the river 
and in many places they are wedged into dense jams, at 
some points rising 20 feet above the surface. After several 
attempts to move the drives the lumbermen have abandoned 
the logs, 300 river drivers have been discharged and the 
logs must remain where they lie until high water another 
spring. If the lumber market were not overstocked the loss 
of the logs might seriously affect prices. The trouble is 
due to a late spring, which delayed the lumbermen from ten 
days to two weeks, and before the logs could be driven 
through the head of Chesuncook Lake the water failed. 


PATENTS OF THE WEEK. 


Paper Registering Machine—Drying Air—Boiler Setting— 
Smoke Consumer—Friction Clutch—Speed Recorder 
—Liquid Fuel Burner—Paper Barrel. 





_In a paper registering machine patented (No. 652,169) 
by Talbot C. Dexter, Pearl River, N. -Y., the novelty lies 
in the opening of a slot which guides the tongue of the 
registering apparatus. The device is applied chiefly to 
folding machines and devices of like class. 

A new process of drying air has been perfected and pat- 
ented (Nos. 652,178 and 652,179) by James Gayley, Pitts- 
burg, Pa. The air is passed through a cooling chamber 
by means of a pump or a fan over coils of pipe located in 
the chamber, through which the cooling liquid is passed. 

A boiler setting (No. 652,075), invented by John C. 
Black, Warren, Pa., has two plates beneath each support- 
ing lug, and duplicate sets of roller bearings supplied 
there, so that there is little chance of accident arising from 
the failure of one set of rolls, as the other set will then 

. go into action and do the work of carrying the boiler dur- 
ing expansion under change of temperature. 

A new smoke consumer and steam generator is the in- 
vention secured under the patent No. 652,074 to Geo. M. 
Bishop and Frank J. Huges, Pittsburg, Pa. The device 
consists of means for applying a series of perforated plates 
inside of the fire box, around the sides thereof, and the ad- 
mission of steam behind the plates and the egress of the 
steam into the furnace from the space behind the plates, 
thereby supposedly adding to the smoke consuming and 
steam generating power of the boiler. 

Charles Desprez, Paris, France. has secured American 
patent No. 652,092 on a variable diameter pulley in which 
the expansion and contraction are controlled by a hand 
wheel which imparts motion to a pair of grooved carrier 
plates through a rack and pinion. 

A new friction clutch (patent No. 652.135) to Alexander 
McVair, Vancouver, Canada, is formed of a pair of con- 
ical clutch drums forced apart by a spring. and forced to 
work by an hydraulic piston and hydrostatic pressure, 
whereby the clutch may be operated at a distance by sim- 
ply adjusting a valve in a pipe. 

A method of condensing flue dust has been worked out 
by Rudolph Ruetschel. Pérth Amboy. N. J., and is cov- 
ered by letters patent No. 652,045. The method consists 
of cooling the fumes in chambers, the air being excluded. 
external means being used for the cooling process, then 
the gases are expanded and cooled again. 

A speed recorder (patent No. 651,856). by Alva T. Hill, 
Detroit, Mich., records the speed of a shaft by means of 
a clock mechanism controlled by a vibrating arm. 


A pneumatic hydraulic alarm for fire extinguishing 
sprinkler systems (patent No. 651,857) has been perfected 
hy Joseph Hill and Ambrose V. Richardson, Menasha. 
Wis. Two cylinders of different diameters form the work- 
ing parts of the apparatus: an open whistle gives the alarm 
when the pressure in the system falls too low. An elec- 
tric bell gives a corresponding alarm when the pressure in 
the system becomes too great. 

A new burner for liquid fuel (No. 651,900) by Paul E. 
Thurow, Hamburg, Germany, works upon the injector 
principle through an adjustable nozzle through which the 
“air supply has a direct passage. 

In a paper barrel formed of sheet paper, patented (No. 
651,906) by John Van Develde, Cleveland, Ohio, the heads 
are secured by metal bands. 


Patent No. 651,982 has been issued to Harry R. Smith, 
New York, and covers a method of shaping paper box 
blanks, particularly those having cutaway corners. 


The Prevention of “ Frothing.” 


To prevent the formation of spots or imperfections in 
the paper, which occur owing to froth or bubbles forming 
on or in the pulp, is the object of an invention recently 
patented by P. A. Hellstr6m, of Inlands Pappersbriik, 
Sweden, in conjunction with Bentley & Jackson, Ltd., 
paper makers’ engineers, Bury, England. 

Air is directed against the pulp in such a manner as to 
clear away froth or bubbles and so prevent the formation 
of spots or imperfections. This can be conveniently 
effected by arranging, immediately behind the dandy roll 
of the paper making machine and transversely of the web 
of pulp, a pipe perforated at the side next the dandy roll. 
The pipe is connected with a fan, blower or air compres- 
sor, so that when this is operated jets of air are caused 
to issue from the perforations in the pipe and impinge 
upon the web of pulp as it issues from beneath the dandy 
roll so as to clear away froth and bubbles.

arable lands. “This development,” it proceeds, “will go 
hand in hand with the settlement of New Ontario, and 
settlers will find a market such as is seldom afforded to 
pioneers in a new country.

The Custom of a Trade. 


The extent to which custom and usage 
can be proved in order to be read into a 
contract is the subject of careful considera- 


tion in a recent Indiana case. An agree- 
ment for the delivery of paper contained 
this clause: ‘““Weight to be on basis of 37x 
48, 53 pounds, 500 sheets.” The Appellate 
Court holds that it is competent to show, 
by proof of a usage in the trade, that such 
an order means to include, in the specific 
weight, the weight of such wrappings as dre 
necessary for the safe transportation of the 
paper to its destination. 


Charged with Stealing Paper. 


Three men were held in $300 bail on 
Monday in the Tombs Police Court on a 
charge of stealing three rolls of news paper 
from the Metropolitan Steainship Com- 
pany’s dock in New York. The detectives 
claim that they caught the prisoners trying 
to sell the paper to a junk dealer for $42.

This is the title of a new product in 
paper manufacture, the invention of G. 
Brigalant, of Barentin (Seine), a well- 
known name in the French trade. It is a 
sort of leather paper or board, in the 
sense that it is prepared from waste cut- 
tings of skin, a substance which contains 
a large percentage of fibrous matter, em- 
bedded in a sort of glutinous cement. The 
pieces of skin are cut up very small, and 
then immersed in a large vat containing 
an alkaline solution. This dissolves the 
glutinous matter, but leaves the fibres un- 
altered, the digesting operation taking 
from eight to fourteen days. The resultant 
fibre is then beaten in a specially con- 
structed engine, and afterward passed 
through a refiner, differing but little from 
the ordinary type. The stuff is subse- 
quently run onto the wire and a very thin 
paper made, which is cut into large sheets, 
each being rolled, as soon as ready, around 
a cylinder about jo inches in diameter. 
The wet sheets are received thus, one on 
top of another, until a thickness of from 
100 to 1,000 has been attained, when the 
mass is taken off the cylinder and placed 
under a hydraulic press in order to squeeze 
the water out. The thick dry sheet thus 
obtained is said to possess almost all the 
properties of the original skin, as regards 
suppleness, durability, &c. It is therefore 
suitable for use as wall hangings, uphol- 
sterers’ leather, &c.

But as exceptions 
prove the rule, in all fairness it should be recorded that a 
few of the jobbers report good store trade. One of them 
stated that last week he did a large volume of business in 
manilas. Another said that the first three weeks of this 
month show figures equal to the whole of last month's 
Still another reported a good average trade for 
From these reports it can be seen that 


business. 
the past two weeks. 
there is some demand for paper in small quantities. But 
apart from this store trade there is little doing. The mill 
agents and brokers join in the statement that business is 
dull. They say that their customers demand extraordinary 
concessions and that they cannot take orders at the figures 
offered. 

For the time being, therefore, there is a decided lull 
in the paper trade. News is reported as being-easier, and 
consequently not so firm as it has been. The International 
Paper Company, however, does not agree with this view 
of the case. Book, writings, manilas and, in fact, all grades 
of paper are said to be in poor demand and their quota- 
tions weaker. The demand for boards also continues 
light. Some men in that line predict an advance on straw 
board very soon on account of the reports of a short and 


poor crop of straw. We quote:
